My Friends, 


At the Fairfield Coin Club meeting in March 1999, Your Editor presented a short program with the singular 
objective of promoting multiple local coin club memberships and participation, advocating that if one really wants to 


enhance, to enjoy, and to emphasize his or her hobby, and collecting, he or she must expand from just one, and only 
one, local coin club. 


My program involved a question-and-answer exchange to which Britta Ehlers, visiting from Fremont, 
California--note the distance in time and travel she, and her husband Don, came to be at another local coin club meeting 
retorted that "one starts with one coin club". "Starts with one coin club". Her argument is valid. Yet, note the verb she 
spoke: 'starts'. She did not say 'stops'. 


That is the dilemma and hindrance with so many coin hobbyists: they practice the verb 'stop' rather than, to 
quote Mrs. Ehlers, 'start'. 


There is a whole world of that--to use another positive verb--'opens' when one expands from just one local 
coin club. It becomes a classic multiplier: simple arithmetic that two is more than one, three is twice more than one, 
and so on. 


Joining and attending more than just one local coin club, at first or on the surface, may seem a burden and 
unnecessary expense, in costs and time; however, that is only when it is observed first and on the surface. One needs 
to go beyond the beginning and really involve him or herself. The Rewards Are There. Just Read On. 


OPPORTUNITY. _ If you belong to and attend only one local coin club that is all that you are going to get. 
That Is It. Do you want your coin hobby enjoyment to be restricted with 'that is you are going to get'? Is that all this 
coin hobby means to you? 

I do belong to the Delta Coin Club, of Stockton, California, and because I do drive over Highway 12 
periodically and attend, Your Editor had an opportunity to purchase, at a most good price, a Lincoln Cent error 
display and set, all ready and mounted.
